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SUMMARY  OF  CONTENTS . 

The  estimated  acreage  in  wheat  for  1922  for  all  countries  for  -which 
estimates  are  available  amounts  to  191  million  acres.     A  comparison  of  those 
countries  for  which  comparable  figures  are  available  shows  a  general  decrease 
in  acreage  from  that  of  1921. 

The  estimated  1922  wheat  harvest  for  all  countries  for  which  figures 
are  available  equals  about  2,753  million  bushels,  a  slight  increase  over  the 
production  of  the  same  countries  in  192*. 


The  area  sown  to  winter  rye  for  all ■ countries  of  the  northern  hemi- 
sphere for  which  estimates  are  avaiiehxe  amounts  to  about  26  million  acres, 
an  increase  over  last  year's  figure  which  equaled  about  23  million  acres.

The  production  of  wneat  and  rye  for  1922  in  Hungary  and  Bulgaria  is 
estimated  to  be  slightly  less  than  their  food  and  seed  requirements,  the  pro- 
duction for  Rumania  slightly  exceeds  her  requirements . 

The  wheat  harvest  of  China  for  1922  is  estimated  to  he  about  175  million 
bushels,  as  compared  with  150  million  bushels ,  estimated  yield  for  1921. 

The  estimated  production  of  cereals  in  Tunis  for  1922,  3  million  bu- 
shels for  wheat,  2  million  for  barley  and  1  million  for  oats,  decreased  con- 
siderably from  the  production  of  1921. 

The  stocks  of  wheat  on  hand  in  Australia  July  1,  1922  were  estimated 
at  16  million  bushels. 

Argentina's  exportable  surplus  of  wheat  on  July  1,  1922  is  given  as 
22,050,000  bushels. 

The  stocks  of  wheat  in  Canada  June  30,  1922  were  estimated  at  30  million 
bushels,  as  compared  with  12  million  bushels  on  July  1,  1921. 

The  production  of  peanuts  in  southern  Khodesia  for  1920-21,  is  2  million 
pounds,  an  increase  of  750,000  pounds  over  the  yield  of  the  year  before. 

The  receipts  of  all  classes  of  live  stock  at  German  slaughter-houses 
for  the  first  quarter  of  1922  showed  decreases  from  the  numbers  taken  during 
the  same  period  in  1921. 

According  to  revised  figures  the  number  of  cattle  in  Australia  on 
December  31,  1920  was  13,500,000;  sheep,  77,898,000;  swine,  764,000;  and  horses 
2,416,000. 

Total  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  for  the  five  months  ended  May, 
1922  were  greater  than  for  the  same  period  in  1921  for  wheat  and  flour,  corn, 
oats,  bacon,  hams  and  cotton.     Imports  of  barley  and  lard  decreased. 

The  excess  of  exports  of  wheat  and  flour  over  imports  from  the  United 
States  for  the  eleven  months  July,  1921  to  IViay,  1922,  246  million  bushels ,  was 
slightly  less  than  the  excess  for  the  same  period  for  the  previous  year.  The 
excess  of  exports  for  that  year  was  277  million  bxishels. 

The  German  wholesale  price  index  for  agricultural  and  allied  commodi- 
ties shows  a  great  increase  in  price  levels  for  corn  and  potatoes,  fats,  sugar, 
meat,  and -fish,  groceries  and  hops,  skins  and  leather,  and  textiles  for  January 
1922,  over  the  levels  of  January  1921. 

The  average  monthly  wholesale  price  for  corn  in  the  Netherlands  in 
December  1921  was  96  cents,  oats  70  cents  and  bran  1.7  cents  as  compared  with 
$1.39,  80  cents  and  2.2  cents  respectively  in  January  of  the  same  year.
